2 . It will be noted from the /attached copy; of our memorandum dated 22 May 
\ 1951 to FDM, that a review of j ^ 8 --<ja^aa L leave'"'account reveals that this account 
' can properly be crsj jjj&d,, with! 381... hours J for which this office is requesting re- 

imbursement. There remains for consixfePution a balance of 75 hours for which re- 
fund was not requested because, as of this date, it cannot be credited to his 
leave account. 




3. The technicalities of this case seem to arise out of Comptroller 
General's Decision No. B-99676, dated 11 January 1951 > which pertains to Sec- 
tion 1212 of the General Appropriations Act of 1951, P. L. 759 and provides in 
part: 

"An employee # * * is not required to refund that part of 
the unexpired leave for which a corresponding leave credit 
would be prohibited." 

4- A similar statement is contained in Comptroller General's Decision 
B-70596, 27 C. G. 301. However, this decision also provides that: 


" * * * The lump sum leave account would seem to contemplate 
an immediate refund of that part of the lump sum payment which 
is to be refunded and such requirement ordinarily should be 
made a condition precedent to the reemployment * # #il
